AN ATTEMPT to look at alternative 
funding for the dial-a-ride service has 
been scuppered. 

Labour councillors put forward a motion 
to call on Cherwell District Council to 
investigate whether there were any grants 
available to supplement the service - a 
door-to-door minibus service for the 
disabled and OAPs. 

The Tory-run council instead backed an 
amended proposal, which effectively agreed 
to look to the voluntary sector for help. 

The move comes after Banburyshire 
Community Transport closed after two 
decades serving north Oxfordshire. 

It could not afford to run the bus scheme 
after failing to win a key council contract. 
The charity collapsed with the loss of 15 
jobs. 

Previously Cherwell District Council had 
contributed £187,500 a year to the charity's 
running costs and £26,364 came from 
Oxfordshire County Council. 

But from April, Cherwell cut its 
contribution to £30,000. 

Labour group leader Patrick Cartledge 
said: "All they have done is changed the 
motion from what we put forward, so there 
is nothing substantial in there. It's 
meaningless." 

But town council leader Kieron Mallon 
described the amendments as being in the 
"same spirit" as the original motion. 

He said: "The original motion asked for a 
review and there is a review already taking 
place. 

"They asked for extra funding to be given 
to dial-a-ride in Cherwell, and there's 
funding of £30,000 put in already.

"My motion recognises in these difficult 
times councils cannot pluck money out of 
the air. I'm asking councils to work together 
across Oxfordshire and look at ways to 
make this system better, in part looking at 
the voluntary sector." 

Meanwhile, Deddington-based lunch 
club, the Windmill Thursday Club, said it 
had been hit by the collapse of BCTA. 

Deputy co-ordinator Jean Rudge said the 
transport service stopped overnight and that 
last week only four of the usual 12 people 
were able to make it. 

She said: "It's always the vulnerable that 
pay. 

"If we don't get the transport, we can't 


run. It's so important for people to get out 
and have social contact, let alone a hot 
meal. 

"It's 12 old people, some have mobility 
problems and can't get a taxi. I know one of 
them hasn't got any family and doesn't see 
anyone else. 

"If we have to close there will be 
redundancies for the people who provide 
the lunches." 

Mrs Rudge did not believe the volunteer 
driver scheme could work because there 
was no set price. 

At the moment lunch club-goers paid 
£7.50, which included lunch and transport. 

But she said: "It's not a set charge. One of 
our ladies uses the scheme and can pay £5 
to £15 for the journey because it depends 
where the driver comes from."

■ Changes have seen Warriner School awarded a glowing report 

Benefiting from a 
stricter rules policy 



FORGET your calculator, chatter in 
class twice and you get a warning. 

Do it a third time, and you'll land in 
detention the same day. 

The three-strikes behaviour policy at 
The Warriner School, Bloxham, is 
among the changes introduced by new 
headteacher Dr Annabel Kay which has 
seen the school awarded a glowing 
Ofsted report. 

Dr Kay started at the school in April 
2011 and inspectors visited a year later 
at the end of May 2012. And under the 
new, stricter regime, the school was 
rated good in every category - and Dr 
Kay herself was praised for providing 
"transformational leadership". 

She said: "I am over the moon they 
have acknowledged how much we 
have achieved in the year because there 
has been a lot of change in the school. 

"We have had a real focus on what 
outstanding teaching looks like and 
spent a year unpicking with our teach¬ 
ing staff what it means to be an out¬ 
standing teacher and that really moved 
teaching onwards."

Dr Kay said once the changes imple¬ 
mented were fully embedded, the 
school would be outstanding - and was 
so confident about where the school 
was going she said she would be invit¬ 
ing inspectors back in three years rather 
than waiting for a visit. 

She admitted the new detention sys¬ 
tem was initially unpopular among stu¬ 
dents but said it had been "hugely 
effective". 

She said: "In maths they were repeat¬ 
edly arriving without calculators and 
delaying the lesson. 

"Behaviour in class has improved 
hugely and it has also enabled us to 
identify repeat offenders who have 
organisational issues so we can work 
with them. In the past there was no sup¬ 
port for them." 

The school was rated good overall at 
its last inspection in 2007 but Dr Kay 
said there was always room for 
improvement. 


She said: "Any organisation can 
plateau and someone coming in with a 
new pair of eyes moves things forward." 

In his report, inspector Simon Rowe 
said: "The new headteacher has worked 
demonstrably to improve the quality of 
teaching, raise achievement and 
improve behaviour since her arrival." 

Among the pupils celebrating the 
school's results were 14-year-olds 
Thomas Dence and Charlotte Parsons - 
both of whom said they would have 
given the school Ofsted's highest rating. 

Thomas said: "Since the new head's 
come in the school has made a really 
good improvement. 

"I think the detention system has 
been quite popular among students 
because it's really useful. It really cuts 
disruption in lessons now the teacher 
has a very clear system and set of rules 
to discipline students." 

Charlotte added: "The behaviour 
rules have had the biggest impact 
because you don't get as many students 
disrupting our lessons and you get more 
work done."

Her tenure - the longest in 
the shop's history - was 
recognised at the charity's 
Flame of Hope Awards at 
London's Hotel Russell. 

As she approaches her 90th 
birthday Mrs Campbell still 
gets the bus into town every 
Monday and Wednesday to 
help price up items. 

Shop manager Carole 
Clarke nominated her after 
seeing first-hand her 
dedication to the shop. 

She said: "Vera has shown 
unwavering support to the 
charity by giving her time over 
so many years. 

"She keeps telling me it is 
time for her to stop, but our 


shop would be a much duller 
place without her." 

The Banbury OAP said: "I 
was a little bit surprised to 
receive an award. I didn't 
think I had done enough for 
that. 

"I started working at the 
shop after I saw a notice in the 
window asking for volunteers 
and decided to nip in. 

"I have always enjoyed 
doing it and I still do." 

She said: "I have been here 
such a long time, it is a way of 
life. Next year I will be 90 so I 
shall see how I get on." 

Her son, Peter, said: "The 
presentation was a special 
occasion. Mum looked ten 
years younger when we came 
home!" 

Charity chief executive 
Harpal Kumar said: "Cancer 
Research UK has made 
enormous progress in the fight 
against cancer. However, we

Sell your house, inmate told 


A CAREER criminal, serving nine 
years in jail for 101 distraction 
burglaries, has been told to sell his 
house to compensate the victims. 

William Vinson, who targeted 
elderly people in at least nine 
counties in the South and Midlands, 
is believed to have gained almost 
£150,000 through his "criminal 
lifestyle". 

He was told by Judge Patrick 
Eccles at Oxford Crown Court that 
he must pay back more than 
£110,000 or face a further two-and- 
a-half years in jail. 

He was jailed in January after 
posing as a new neighbour, a 
council worker or an electricity 
inspector to steal from dozens of 
victims, aged between 79 and 94. 

Judge Anthony King called 
Vinson, "despicable". 



The 60-year-old, who at the time 
was living in Cotswold Terrace, 
Chipping Norton, was back in court 
for a hearing under the Proceeds of 
Crime Act. 

Of the £110,000, which will 
partly be realised through the sale of 
a house in Hill View Crescent, 
Banbury, almost £30,000 will be 
distrubuted as compensation. 

Prosecutor Jonathan Stone said 


Vinson had accrued "a variety of 
monies and assets, which 
constituted something a little in 
excess of £1 7,000" along with 
"unidentified deposits" totalling 
about £15,000 in a Barclays 
account and two vehicles valued at 
a total of just over £2,000. 

The vast majority of Vinson's 
criminal worth is tied up in a 
mortgage-free house, which he co¬ 
owns with his son, Craig. 

Vinson's half of the property, 
bought in August 2010, is worth 
about £110,000, the court heard. 

In all, the defendant's 'benefit 
figure' of ill-gotten gains was 
assessed at £148,136.08. 

Robert English, defending, said 
his client could pay back 
£112,676.46p and asked for six 
months to sell the house. 
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Conviction halts 
police candidate

A CONVICTION for punching chil¬ 
dren in a row over snowballs has 
dashed the hopes of the leader of 
Banbury Town Council of becoming 
an elected crime commissioner. 

Kieron Mai Ion, pictured, was 
among potential Conservative can¬ 
didates hoping to stand as a candi¬ 
date for the post of Thames Valley 
Police's first police and crime com¬ 
missioner in November. 

But he stood down after discover¬ 
ing Home Office rules that disquali¬ 
fy those guilty of an offence that 
could result in prison. 

Mr Mallon - also a member of 
Cherwell District Council - was 
convicted in October 2001, for two 
counts of common assault, 
against two boys aged 12 and 
15. 

At the time, magistrates 
heard Mr Mallon had con- 
fronted the pair in Banbury 
the previous December, after 
one threw a snowball that 
hit his parked van. 

Mr Mallon 
punched one 
in the face 
and forced 
another to

the ground, magistrates heard, leav¬ 
ing one with a bruised jaw and the 
other with a black eye and a cut. He 
said he acted in self defence. 

Mr Mallon was fined £250 for two 
assault charges and ordered to pay 
£100 compensation to each with 
£1 60 costs. 

Under law, a conviction that 
results in a fine like this is "spent" 
after five years. 

That means if the councillor was 
applying for another job, he would 
not have to declare the offence. 

It allows offenders to be rehabili¬ 
tated and not have their past 
mistakes affect their entire 

Ifc lives. 

But even though he did 
not receive a jail sentence, 
common assault carries a 
possible maximum six 
months in prison, which 
means he can't stand for the 
commissioner role. 

Mr Mallon is already a 
member of Thames 
Valley Police Authority 
and is Oxfordshire 
County Council's cabi¬ 


net member for finance and police. 

He pointed to a statement given 
to another newspaper in which he 
said: "After reading the new legisla¬ 
tion I realised I may not be eligible 
and decided to withdraw to enable 
the process to continue unhindered. 

"Of course I'm disappointed to 
pull out now, after reaching the final 
three for my party in Thames Valley. 

"It would have been fantastic for 
Banbury and Oxfordshire to have a 
local candidate and potentially win 
the election." 

Mr Mallon had made the final 
three of the Tory selection process. 

Conservative South of England 
field director Ian Sanderson said: "It 
was unfortunate that part of the leg¬ 
islation hadn't been spotted earlier. 

"He is a well respected council¬ 
lor. This was something that hap¬ 
pened many years ago. His record of 
service is beyond question." 

Labour - which has selected Tim 
Starkey as its candidate - declined 
to comment. The Lib Dems have yet 
to select a candidate.

AROUND 360 jobs will be 
lost at Thames Valley Police 
as the force tries to save 
£55m by March 2015. 

A report into police cuts, 
published this week by Her 
Majesty's Inspectorate of 
Constabulary, reveals about 120 
of these will be police officers. 

It comes as reduced hours at 
police stations around the 
county were introduced on 
Monday. 

The report, entitled Policing in 
Austerity: One Year On, says 
Thames Valley Police aims to cut 
120 of its 4,430 officers by 
2015. 

It will also lose about 50 of its 
500 PCSOs and about 200 other 
staff members from its 3,000- 
strong workforce. All figures in 
the report were rounded to the 
nearest ten. 

The cuts are in response to the 
Government's 20 per cent 
funding cut to the police service 
by 2015, announced in March 
last year. 

Chief Constable Sara Thornton 
reassured councillors in April 
last year that "boots on the 
ground" would not drop, despite 
the cuts. 

The new report confirmed that 
around 90 per cent of Thames

Valley Police's officers would be 
in frontline roles by 2015, 
compared to 81 per cent now. 

There are currently 3,590 
officers in frontline roles. 

HM Inspector of Constabulary 
for the Eastern region, Zoe 
Billingham, said: "Thames Valley 
Police has a history of bringing 
down costs while increasing its 
efficiency and effectiveness. 

"As a result, it is in a good 
position to achieve its savings 
target by 2015 - and may even 
exceed it." 

There was an 11 per cent 
drop in recorded crimes in the 
Thames Valley between 
December 2010 and December 
2011. Overall victim satisfaction 
was 85 per cent. 

Thames Valley Police is also 
collaborating with Hampshire 
Constabulary on a number of 
roles, including firearms officers 
and police dogs. 

The reduced opening hours 
were introduced this week at 
stations around the county in a 
bid to save £600,000. 

The reductions will hit at 
Bicester, Cowley, Wallingford, 
Witney, Didcot and Wantage.

And to see 
their faces light up when they 
get the grasp of a paragraph." 

Meanwhile, Lawrence 
Wyatt, 75, from Bodicote, 
has been a volunteer at 
William Morris Primary for 
nine years. 

A retired chemical compa¬ 
ny manager, Mr Wyatt said: "I 
have come to realise that 
most children are afraid of 


books with big chapters - 
they seem to think they are 
too 'grown-up' for them. But 
smaller story books with 
small chapters make them 
realise they are not scary - I 
am learning all the time 
along with the children."

"But we would love even 
more volunteers - we have a 
list of around 20 schools 
waiting for more volunteers 
and we know there are many 
more pupils out there who 
would benefit from our help."

Dave Earle set up Spit 'n 
Sawdust gym in 2004 and 
devotes most of his waking days 
to the multi purpose North Bar 
Street gym which has a heavy 
influence on boxing. 

He said wouldn't change his life 
which has seen him win national

“It isn't about the money,” Mr 
Earle said.

E ven the least patriotic among 
us could not fail to notice 
the bounty of Britishness this 
year has served up. 

And with the flags flapping after 
the Jubilee weekend and the nation 
on its marks for London 2012, this 
nation's identity is given a new 
twist by a Banbury artist. 

Rebecca Lee, 26, is an artist, 
illustrator and freelance theatre 
designer whose innovative work 
with the Oxford Playhouse, 
Oxfordshire Theatre Company and 
Cherwell Theatre Company has cast 
a spell on audiences.

mins): Spider-Man now has two: Sam 
Raimi’s action-packed 2002 blockbuster 
and this emotionally richer, though 
equally exhilarating opening chapter, 
directed with verve by Marc Webb. 

Rebooting the franchise ten years after 
Tobey Maguire donned the red and blue 
skin-tight suit as the eponymous web- 
slinger seems premature.

The Amazing Spider-Man is a 
terrifically entertaining refurbishment 
of the Marvel Comics superhero, blessed 
with an appealing mix of high-octane 
action and humour.

Woman driver 
in FI crash 

A FEMALE racing driver for the Banbury-based 
Marussia FI team was fighting for her life after a 
crash at a test track. 

Test driver Maria de Villota was taken to hospital 
after her car collided with a lorry at Duxford airfield 
on Tuesday morning. 

The accident is said to have happened at low 
speed after Villota pulled off the track into the pits. 

Chris Mann, Drivetime presenter on BBC Radio 
Cambridgeshire, witnessed the accident. 

He said: "She got into the car, fired it up and did a 
test run at probably about 200mph in the rain. 

"The car was slightly misfiring but there didn't 
seem to be any concerns. 

"She came back into the pits. She slowed down - 
but then suddenly, inexplicably, accelerated through 
the crowd and smashed into the side of a truck. 

"The top of her car and her helmet seemed to take 
the brunt of it. 

"Fire crews were there within seconds and the 
ambulance within minutes. 

"After a while we thought we saw some movement 
of her hands but she appeared to be unconscious or 
unable to move for quite some time." 

The 32-year-old, originally from Madrid, was 
taking part in the first of two days of testing at the site 
prior to this month's British Grand Prix at 
Silverstone.

IF you have spent your life dream¬ 
ing about having a BMW, Audi, or 
Mercedes-Benz on the drive then 
you might as well save yourself a 
few minutes and stop reading now. 

If, however, you fancy driving a 
luxury car and have an eye for a bar¬ 
gain, then SEAT might have just the 
solid, sensible saloon for you. 

The Exeo is a perfect example of a 
car industry less prone to waste and 
much more keen to make the most 
of a good thing. 

For under the skin, the Exeo is the 
former generation Audi A4 and, see¬ 
ing that there was plenty of life left 
in that model, the entire A4 produc¬ 
tion line was lifted from Ingolstadt, 
Germany, and reinstalled in Spain in 
just eight weeks. 

So you take the A4, fit new 
bumpers, bonnet and bootlid, front 
and rear light clusters and wheels 
and there you have a sparkling new 
upper-medium model to slot in at 
the top of your line-up at a fraction 
of the normal new-car launch cost. 

And the Exeo does sparkle, 
because it is built on the chassis of 
the thoroughly dependable A4 and 
inside, the cabin is pure Audi. That's 
smart, restrained and beautifully put 
together. 

For 2012, the Exeo has been 
freshened up with a new-look face 
with new bi-xenon headlights and 


LED daytime running lights standard 
on Sport models and optional on SE 
specification cars. 

The styling tweaks, and new alloy 
wheel designs, are backed up by an 
upgrade to materials inside the car 
to boost the premium feel. 

That upmarket air is all-important 
in this class of car, where sales are 
still dominated by the needs and 
desires of company car drivers. And 
to cater for that sector, there is also 
plenty of choice of both engines and 
trim levels. 

On a practical level, changes to 
the 2.0-litre turbodiesel engine see 
cuts to emissions and improvements 
to fuel economy. 

Those are welcome improve¬ 
ments to a car whose suspension 
produces a comfortable ride, com¬ 
bined with lively, satisfying han¬ 
dling. The test car used the super¬ 
smooth, electronically-controlled 
automatic gearbox, which by flick-

Choosing right extras can add to resale price 


ADDING optional extras can affect 
a car's resale value more than 
many people may think, with 
some options even paying for 
themselves when you come to 
sell your motor, car valuation 
experts at Glass.co.uk have 
disclosed. 

Glass's also warns that some extras 
may add no value at all and in 
some cases, especially 'DIY' 
extras such as self-fitted stereos, 
can reduce a car's value. 

The sat-nav has become the stalwart 
extra on many new cars, espe¬ 
cially luxury models, and is 
something many Brits can't live 
without. According to Glass's, 


this makes a sat-nav a smart 
investment when you buy a new 
car and in many cases will pay 
for itself when the car is sold. 

For example, installing a sat-nav 
entertainment system on to a 
new Audi Q3 might costk £500. 
But if you sell your car two 
years' later it will be worth 
£500 more than one without 
the sat-nav, meaning you've 
enjoyed a great extra at no addi¬ 
tional cost. 

The smart buys don't stop there. 
Bluetooth systems which allow 
drivers to connect devices such 
as mobile phones to their car 
wirelessly also see very high 


demand among buyers and will 
usually retain 50% of their 
value over three years — so 
essentially a good extra to have. 

But there is some pimping your 
pocket could do without. Added 
extras such as 21-inch wheels 
and rear entertainment systems 
on the Audi A8 will set you back 
a huge £3,500 and £3,800 
respectively and offer little to 
no resale upside. 

In both cases you'll lose much of 
this investment when it comes 
to selling.
